They attack any and all g roups or or­ 
g anizations wliiih still enjoy a vestig e of 
freedom becau.-.e freedom is something on 
which communism cannot live. American 
financial interests are being destroy ed an« l 
without compensation from the g overnment. 
Certain land reforms hav e been initiated 
and the gov ernment has pumped money into

public works projeets. Other efforts aimed 
at eeoiiomie reiorin hav e been Instigated 
hilt the results of all of Castro's efforts 
hav e been discouraging, t nable to giv e

bitterly 
disappointed. 
People 
who hoped that Castro would succeed are 
beg inning to conclude that this is an im- 
fiossibdity . The situation has now deg ener­ 
ated into a vicious circle in which U.S. and 
Cuban relationships deteriorate more and 
more with every passing day . 
Many people are asking what c an be done 
in Cuba lo sav e the situation but no one 
has the answer. Harsh treatment of the

No Easy Answer 


The City Council has been g iven a real hot 
potato in the form of a petition for g rat­ 
ing s for all storm .sewer opening s. Nothing 
could be more understandable than the 
feeling s of parents who want the storm 
sewer opening s covered for the protection 
of children who mig ht fall into them. On 
the other hand, such protection would .se­ 
riously impair the function of the sewers. 
It is true that a child could slip into just 
about any storm sewer opening now in ex­ 
istence along city streets, But the child 
would just about have to make a special ef­ 
fort lo g et into the sewer. An accidental 
fall into the sewers would appear to be a 
very remote possibility . .And it is impossi­ 
ble for the city to offer protection ag ainst 
every and all possible dang ers that exist. 
Dead Man’s Run. Antelope Creek, Salt 
Creek and other smaller streams and drain­ 
ag e ditches in the city offer much more 
dang er than the storm sower optming s but 


nothing can be done about it 
.lust being 
alive is a dang er, as y early reports on 
deaths and a'-cidenls will show . The serious 
and sometimes fatal thing s which can hap­ 
pen to both children and adults during the 
course of any one day are practically with­ 
out limit. 
This doesn't mean that we should, there­ 
fore, ig nore the thing s that we can do some­ 
thing about but it does sug g est that we 
examine the practical aspects of any situ­ 
ation before g oing into action. It is hard to 
say that we should not cover sewer open­ 
ing s when there is a possibility of a child’s 
being killed by falling into them. Bui it is 
hard, also, to say we should cover them 
all in view of the expense, the overall 
need and the adverse effect it would have 
on storm water drainag e. We have lo ad­ 
mit that we cannot just eliminate every ­ 
thing which has within it the possibility of 
loss of life. If we did, we would simply 
have to stop living . 
Environmental Malady 


Washing ton spends too much time tcj'ing 
to work out a code of ethics to keep bias 
out of g overnment, especially the kind of 
bias that thrives on influence and favors. 
It IS a waste of effort in a sy stem that en- 
coirag es bias. 
Senator Proxmire. D., Wisconsin, has 
offered the Cong ress a better remedy . He 
would have the federal g overnment do as 
Wisconsin did. In 19 57 the Wisconsin leg is­ 
lature enacted a statute forbidding lobby ­ 
ists from g iving favors to any state ofti- 
cial or employ e from the g overnor down. 
This includes, food, 
beverag es, 
money , 
lodg ing , campaig n contributions, entertain­ 
ment plus any thing 
else 
of 
beneficial 
value. Strang ely enoug h the law, after two 
y ears ol trial, is popular both with the 
lobbies and the public servants. 
There is a fundamental fault in Ameri­ 
can thinking which starts out by assuming 
that lobby ing is a shabby business. There 
are unnumbered interests whose reason­ 
able welfare is vital to a just and vvhole- 


some nation, interest.s whose impersonal 
nature deprives them of voting rig hts and 
othei privileg es g ranted to citizens, A cor­ 
poration cannot send its representative to 
Cong ress, y et it should have its rig ht to 
be hoard. The rig ht is g iven to it in the 
courts of law and it is sig nificant that in­ 
stances arc extremely rare in which judg es 
are subjected to inllucnce efforts or pay ola. 
The 
initial step toward hig her public 
ethics requires that a non-voting interest 
may prepare and present its arg uments in 
a direct manner and to be freed of 
the 
conqnilsion of g oing behind the scenes and 
resorting to questionable acts in order to 
g et 'Is case in evidence. 
There is a proper place for ethical, rea­ 
sonable pleading and if it is established 
then much that is shameful or questionable 
will depart 
That, plus a little swift and 
sharp punishment for public officials who 
like their handouts too well would lake care 
of nio.st of the prolilern of influence ped­ 
dling . 
Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Fifteen y ears ag o this week Pre.sident 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died. He died rather 
quickly and unexpectedly at Warm .Spring s, 
(ia., where he had g one for a brief rest. The 
news stunned the nation and broug ht an out­ 
pouring of g rief around the world. He had 
served three terms as President and was 
beg inning his fourth term -the long est pe­ 
riod of individual leadership in the nation’s 
history . 
President Roosevelt accepted a nation in 
receivership m 19.32. By the time of his 
death he had completed the fundamental 
readjustments of recovery ; g iven the na­ 
tion new confidence, preserved its democ­ 
racy , ushered in the atomic ag e and assured 
victory of the free world over the most 
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malig nant and dang erous challeng e of totali­ 
tarianism in modern history . Had he lived 
a few months long er he would have seen his 
beloved country emerg e as the g reatest, 
most poweitul nation in the world. 


He had many detractors. Many will still 
not admit that he saved them trom them­ 
selves, but it today ’s lesser leadership does 
not waste the g ams, and the nation sur­ 
vives to write its own history it will not 
labor the point which historians even now 
liave accepted that he is permanently estab­ 
lished as an equal with Lincoln, Jefferson 
and Washing ton. 


In the cool lig ht of fact, Henry Steele 
Commag er, eminent American historian, edi­ 
tor of a 40 volume work on "The Rise Of 
The American Nation,” finds no evidence 
to support Roosevelt as a revolutionary or 
even a radical. He said: 
“ He was, indeed in a very deep sense, 
conservative: conservative in'his feeling for 
tradition, in his passion for saving the land 
and national resources, in his economic ex- 
periments and in his sense of the oblig ation 
of the whole society for the health of all of 
Its parts.” 
His field was five fold. He restored na­ 
tional spirit. He saw to the phy sical reha­ 
bilitation of the nation, of soil and water 
and resources; he pushed human rehabilita­ 
tion; lie restored health to business, indus­ 
try and finance; he revitalized the political 
parties, streng thened the executive power 
and restored e(}ualily between the political 
and judicial branches.

A presidential tour is one 
of the most complicated ven­ 
tures in the history of trans­ 
portation and protocol. But 
it is much more.
